Dr.  Seth  Blood  was  the  first  postmaster  and 
John  Freese  was  the  second.  'Col1  John  Freese 
taught  the  first  school  and  Abram  Freese  taught 
several  terms  afterward,  as  did  also  Pamelia 
Freese,  dau.  of  John. 

Col.  John  Freese  was  made  associate  Judge  in 
1825  and  held  the  office  seven  years.  He  was 
also  clerk  of  court  in  1818  for  five  years  and 
recorder  of  Medina  Co.  at  the  saae  time.  Abram 
Freese  was  auditor  of  Medina  Co.  in  1822,  two 
years.  He  was  also  Medina  Cc.  surveyer  in 
1833  for  6  years.  Before  any  settlers  came  to 
Brunswick  Abram  and  John  Freese  were  sent  out 
by  Berkiliew  Co.  Mass,  purchasers  to  survey 
the  land,  locate  farms,  and  inform  those  in  the 
East  as  to  the  condition  of  the  country  and  before 
1822  the  township  was  surveyed  by  Abram  Freese 
laying  the  western  half  into  lots  of  320  acres 
apiece.

Among  the  effects  of  this  Martin  Goodspeed  left 
to  his  son  Alvin  (later  of  Afilantic,  Iowa)  was 
a  badge  which  had  been  pinned  on  his  waist  at  the 
age  of  four  years — on  the  wharf  at  Boston  by  an 
officer  of  the  famous  Boston  tea  party,  who  was 
an  uncle  or  great  uncle--on  a  "training  day". 

The  Alvin  named  above  had  a  son  B.A.  Goodspeed  of 
Atlantic,  Iowa.  There  was  once  a  Dutch  coat  of 
arms  in  possession  of  Miss  Sarah  Goodspeed  in 
Lee,  Mass,  but  I  have  not  located  it  now. 


Note  10-Abram  Freese. 

Abram  Freese  son  of  John  was  sent  out  by  the 
Western  Reserve  Co.  or  State  of  Mass,  to  survey 
the  Northern  part  of  Ohio. 

His  brothers  John  and  Bill  Williams  came  also, 
all  being  away  from  Lee,  Mass,  by  1814,  tho 
perhaps  not  coming  at  the  same  time.  All  were 
farmers  in  Ohio,  Abram  at  Brunswick  and  others 
not  far  away.  Abram  was  county  surveyor  for 
Medina  County  during  probably  20  years.  His 
father  was  John  Freese  of'  Lee,  Mass.,  who  was 
son  of  Jacob,  son  of  an  earlier  John  who 
emmigrated  from  Holland.  "With  true  Dutch 
thrift  and  fore sight- -they  brought  with  them 
their  mahogany  coffins  and  satin  grave-clothes." 
"They  were  large  landowners — their  land  extending 
from  Comhill  to  Beartown  Mountain." 

John,  son  of  Jacob  "married  Desire  Williams, 
thus  allying  himself  with  the  blue  blood  of 
Berkshire  Co."  (Quoted  from  a  history  of  Lee.) 

The  third  John  before  coming  to  Ohio  taught  in 
an  Academy  at  Kinderhook,  N.Y. .One  of  his  pupils 
being  Martin  Van  Buren.  The  scotch  bible  named 
below  was  the  Williams  record. 

The  most  of'  my  information  was  obtained  from 
Rev.  Mr.  L.S.  Rowlaud  many  yrs.  pastor  of  Cong. 

Ch.  Lee,  Mass.  He  was  asked  by  his  friend  Rev. 

J.W.  Wellman  of  Malden  Mass,  in  1898  to  investigate 
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for  me.  Mr.  Wellman  hearing  of  the  matter 
from  his  friend  Aunt  Nelly  Whittelsey. 


Note  11- Sarah  Goods peed. 

Sarah  Goodspeed,  one  graddaughter  of  John 
and  Desire  (through  their  dau.  Rebecca  and  hus. 
Anthony  Goodspeed)  stayed  to  old  age,  a  single 
woman  on  the  Goodspeed  homestead  and  left  it 
with  its  belongings  to  Peter  Duffy  who  had 
long  worked  for  her.  There  was  an  ancient 
Dutch  bible  there,  which  was  later  in  possession 
of  one  of  the  granddaughters  of  the  family,  Miss. 
Dorothy  C.  Roys,  Sheffield,  Mass.  Also  a 
bible  printed  in  Scotland,  Edinburgh,  by 
Adrian  Watkins  in  1756.  The  Goodspeed  data 
was  copied  from  it  by  Ellen  E.  Darwin,  dau. 
of  Cynthia  Goodspeed. 

The  old  Dutch  bible  owned  by  Miss  Dorothy 
C.  Roys,  Sheffield,  Mass.,  was  brought  from 

Holland  by  an  ancestor  of  her  great  grandmother 
Dorothy  Freese.  It  was  published  in  Dordrecht 
in  1618. 

Note  12-Slmon  Loomis. 

The  historical  records  of  Albany,  N.Y.  show 
that  Simon  Loomis  served  as  a  private  in  the 
"Light  Dragoons." 

He  enlisted  Feb.  12,  1777  in  the  town  of 
Mansfield  in  Col.  Sheldon's  2  Reg.  Thos  Y 
Seymour.  Later  in  Capt  Dan  Thorp's  Co. 

Lebanon,  Conn.  Was  a  pensioner  in  N.Y.  state 
in  1318.  Moved  to  German  Flats,  N^.Y.  1812, 
d.  8/3  1829. 

Description  when  enlisted - Joiner--5  ft  8 

in  high  light  complession,  black  eyes,  brown 
hair. 

Other  authority  for  military  record  is 
"Hines  Early  Lebanon"  also  Loomis  Genealogy 
P6«  58. 

His  father  Josepth  Loomis  had  the  title 
"Lieut.,"  previous  to  the  Revolution. 

Tradition  says  that  Simon  Loomis  was  witness 
to  Burgoyne's  surrender  and  bore  a  dispatch  to 
Gen.  Washington  notifying  him  of  the  event; 
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and  he  was  alsc  a  scout  in  the  Revolution,  and 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
Conn,  in  1805-6.  He  was  a  Presbyterian  and 
Patriot. 

His  next  older  brother  William  was  killed 
in  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  June  17,  1775. 

Died  without  issue. 

Ex.  Gov.  Thos.  Dudley  died  1653  aged  77  giving 
one  sixth  of  his  estate  to  his  daughter  Patience 
Denison,  who  was  g.g.g.g.g.  grandmother  of  Fannie 
Freese  Whittelsey.  Ruth  Dennison  died  aged 
93  leaving  231  descendants.

"Rev.  John  Ellis  graduated  from  Harvard  Union 
1750.  In  Dec.  1752  preached  as  a  candidate  for 
the  Cong.  Ch.  Franklin/,  Conn.  In  Feb.,  1753, 
he  was  called  to  settle  as  pastor  by  vote  of  58 
aff.  to  49  neg.  //Dissensions  existed,  and  Mr. 
Ellis  was  a  man  of  much  resolution  to  accept  the 
call  under  these  circumstances.  He  was  ordained 
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in  1753  and  held  the  office  of  Pastor  twenty 
six  years,  in  spite  of  great  differences  of 
opinion  in  doctrinal  matters  and  financial 
embarrasment  on  account  of  the  war. 

"Altho  living  in  poverty  f he  was  very 
patriotic  and  self  sacrificing  and  shared 
with  his  people  the  burdens  of  war.  In  1775 
he  relinquised  one  hundred  pounds  of  his 
salary,  in  consideration,  as  he  says,  in  a 
letter  yet  preserved,  of  the  burdens  which 
had  come  upon  his  people  in  fitting  out 
an  expedition  to  Croron  Point. 

He  warmly  esposed  the  cause  of  Independence 
and  entered  the  army  as  Chaplain  in  1775, 
serving  till  the  conclusion  of  the  war.  Altho 
this  caused  his  pastorate  to  practically  cease 
the  relation  was  not  dissolved  until  1779. 

Altho  it  was  his  lot  to  labor  in  troubled 
times,  not  less  than  seventy  persons  were 
added  to  the  church  during  his  ministry-- 
a  large  number  if  we  consider  the  state  of  the 
church  and  the  country." 

The  above  extract  was  taken  from  "A  Memorial 
of  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  Cong.  Ch.  in 
Franklin,  Conn." 

Dr.  Ashbel  Woodward  who  /addressed  the 
meeting  at  that  time  /said,  "our  society 
can  boast  of  having  furnished,  perhaps,  the 
only  Chaplain,  Rev.  John  Ellis,  who  remained 
in  the  war  from  the  beginning  to  its  close."
